Garrison's office is investi- 
gating what he claims is a 
conspiracy hatched in New 
Orleans which may ^ve led 
to the assassination of Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy in 
Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. 

The Warren Commission 
said Oswald killed Kennedy 
and that there was no credi- 
ble evidence of conspiracy.

Cummings was driving a 
cab when he took a man 
from the Dallas bus station 
to suburban Irving. He said 
the passenger was Lee Har- 
vey Oswald. He said he re- 
membered this man because 
both men were ex-Marines 
and talked about the service. 
Also, Oswald, he said, said 
he didn't have enough money 
for the fare but he took him 
anyway. 

A few weeks later, Cum- 
mings said, according to the 
, source, he picked up three 
, men on a Dallas street and 

• was told to take them to 
K Ruby's Carousel Gub. He 

said these three men were 
Oswald, Ferrie and an un- 
j identified man.
